Crowd Weeps, Prays 


During Long Ordeal 


The carnival atmosphere surrounding a balloon 
launching in Tennessee Valley turned to stark terror this 
morning when a 12 vear-old boy was caught in a rope and 
lifted 3,000 feet into the air. 
Women fell to their knees and prayed, growm men 
cried and other spectators shouted and yelled themselves 
hoarse as an amateur balloonist continued aloft, unaware 
of the boy hanging 75 feet beneath him. 
Danny Nowell, son of Lt. Col. Thomas E. Nowell of 
Apt. C. Building 20, Villa Garden Drive. Tennessee Val­ 
ley, was one of several willing helpers at the launching. 
He was holding one of four nylon guide ropes that 
kept the balloon on the ground. None of his friends were 
aware that Danny had tied the rope around his left wrist. 
When balloonist William Berry, 36, of Concord, sig­ 
nalled for his volunteer helpers to let go, the balloon rose 
as all lines except Danny's were released.

A panel of three federal judges ruled in San Francisco yes­ 
terday that the Northwestern Pacific Railroad must rebuild the 
Puerto Suello Tunnel and restore regular rail service to South­

The ruling came a week after a hearing before the three 
judges in which the railroad was charged with deliberate delay. 
The U.S. District Court judges, headed by Judge A. J. Zir- 
poli upheld an Interstate Commerce Commission order that 
the tunnel be opened. NWP, in its appeal to the federal court, 
was trying to have the ICC ruling set aside on grounds that 
there was not sufficient evidence for the decision. 
But the federal judges said there was substantial evidence 
to support the ICC finding that “there is sufficient need for rail 
service” in the area south of the tunnel.

“ I made a two-piece dress 
with a scooped neckline, and 
found out too late that the 
neckline isn't for me. What 
can I do? I would appreciate 
your help. I am one of your 
faithful followers from 
Can­ 
ada and eagerly await your 
weekly hints.” Mrs. E. A. W. 
Dear Mrs. E. A. W.: 
Before you try a neckline 
that is different than what you 
are used to. it is best to make 
a sample bodice out of muslin 
to check it out. Of course. 1 
realize that this advice is a lit­ 
tle late at this point. 
First, may I suggest that 
you ease the neckline in a little 
by pinning it to a piece of in­ 
terfacing that is cut slightly 
shorter than the neckline of 
your dress. Next, cut a strip of 
bias about 4 or 5 inches wide, 
fold it in half and baste the 
rawr edges to the neckline of 
your dress. Pull the bias slight­ 
ly as you apply and it w ill cling 
closer to the neck. After you 
have checked to see that it is 
the correct length you may fin­ 
ish the ends. This bias fold will 
roll over the neckline slightly 
and produce a soft effect as 
well as fill in the neckline for 
you. 


‘‘Please tell us how to make 
arrowheads for detail interest 
on our skirts.’ Mrs. F. L. 
Dear Mrs. F. L.: 
A handmade arrowhead is a 
detail that gives a custom finish 
to the top of pleats, ends of 
darts, pockets, e t c , and can 
make a garment look twice as 
expensive as it really is. These 
can be added to ready-made, 
skirts also. They are most effec­ 
tive when used on plain fabrics 
and are usually made with silk 
buttonhole twist in a matching 
color. These 
must be 
made 
through two layers of fabric. 
Add a separate piece of match 
ing fabric on the wrong side if 
necessary. 
Carefully mark an even tri­ 
angle one-half inch to three- 
fourths inch with chalk, now go 
over these marks with a small 
machine stitch.

“I FEEL THAT the publication of 
Mrs. Hanford's letter is so degrading 
that I must cancel our subscription at 
once," a Mill Valley woman wrote the 
I-J in a letter printed Tuesday in “What 
Our Readers Say.” 
Let it be recalled that Mrs. Hanford's 
letter 
was 
an 
anti-integration, anti- 
Negro, anti-Rumford Act tirade, printed 
last week. 


WHY PRINT IT? Was it not offensive 
to many, probably most? Did it not pin 
the “Red” label on responsible Ameri­ 
can elected representatives? 
Yes, it was offensive, on many counts. 
But it represented a point of view 
held by some among us who do not al­ 
ways proclaim it openly, although they 
vote it at the polls and whisper it around 
the neighborhood in ways calculated to 
have the most effect. 
There was no unanimity in the I-J as 
to whether this rare letter should be 
published. But it got into the paper 
nevertheless. And the results were, in 
the largest sense, pleasing. 


MRS. HANFORD’S contentions were 
denounced from all sides for all kinds 
of reasons. 
As this is w'ritten, not one solitary 
comment has been heard defending the 
point of view put forth by the Hanford 
letter. 
This is the most pleasing part. 
It means that the view put forth in 
the Hanford letter is not held by so 
many any more, that they are not strong 
enough to support it openly. 
It means that people who want to 
bring an end to Negro and other racial 
and minority oppression are growing in 
numbers, courage, strength and voice—■ 
right here in Marin. 


HOW THE REST of California votes 
on the Rumlord Fair Housing repeal re­ 
mains to be seen, but it looks like Marin 
will wind up voting against repeal, a 
vote in favor of extending American 
freedom and justice to all regardless of 
race, creed or color. 
If the Rumford Fair Housing law is 
repealed, the extremists among the inte- 
grationists— those who conduct illegal 
demonstrations— can count themselves 
among the principal contributors to the 
defeat of the cause they say they hope 
to advance.

California's Fair Employment Prac­ 
tices law was enacted to combat dis­ 
crimination in employment. Breaking 
other law’s aimed at keeping order and 
preserving other rights is the mob ap­ 
proach to enforcing fair employment 
rights. But it is NOT a reasonable nor,

in the long run, an effective approach. 
Our American successes have b e e n 
built on our respect for and reliance 
upon the law. Mob action tends to work 
in reverse, as w as indicated this week in 
the findings of the California Poll con­ 
ducted by Mervin Field, a distinguished 
resident of Belvedere. 
The poll shows that, since the mob 
uprisings, voter opinion over the state 
has swung sharply AGAINST the Rum­ 
ford Act and in the direction of its re­ 
peal in the wake of extremist mob dem­ 
onstrations. 


THE REPEAL OF the Rumford Act 
would be a tragedy. 
Impatient integrationists would do 
well to reflect on their ultimate aims. 
If they want the assistance of the Rum­ 
ford Act in accomplishing ultimate com­ 
plete integration, they had better mend 
their ways— or be prepared to accept re­ 
sponsibility for bringing about the most 
serious set-back the cause they say they 
espouse could possibly suffer in our 
state. 


FIVE OR SIX THOUSAND years ago. 
wise men whom Jews and Christians 
alike believe were inspired by God Him­ 
self, perceived the necessity at times to 
accomplish things by indirection. 
In the third chapter of Ecclesiastes 
it is written: 
“To every thing there is a season and 
a time to every purpose . . . 
“ . . . a time to break down and a 
time to build up; 
“A time to cast away stones and a 
time to gather stones together . . .

At the present rate of cutting 
many of the larger redwood 
companies will still have a 
very substantial stand of vir­ 
gin redwood on hand 50 years 
from now and even longer. 
2. Mr. Leydet mentions the 
“moderate extra cost” of the 
easternmost highway routing 
that is being proposed in the 
vicinity 
of 
Prairie 
Creek 
Redwood 
State 
Park. 
The 
difficulty 
here 
is defining 
the 
word 
“moderate,” 
be­ 
cause the additional cost in­ 
volved has been stated to be 
approximately 
six 
million 
dollars. I am also sympathetic 
with proponents of this east­ 
ernmost route. But the ques­ 
tion is: Who is going to pony 
up this six million dollars? 
3. Mr. 
Leydet refers to 
logged-over areas as being 
“barren and devastated.” He 
again displays ignorance here 
because logged-over timber- 
lands are no more barren and 
devasted than is a cornfield 
after harvesting. Some of the 
most beautiful scenery along

is 
formed by the dark green 
hillsides now vigorously grow­ 
ing timber on lands that were 
just as “barren and devas­ 
tated” a few years.

W A S H I N G T O N — Th e 
critics of President Lyndon B. 
Johnson’s 
anti-poverty 
pro­ 
gram are making a great mis­ 
take picking at its fringes. 
The 
argument 
that 
this 
must not be the business of 
the federal government is a 
profitless and out dated argu­ 
ment. 
Any 
democratic 
society 
must be concerned at every 
level of government with the 
problem of continued high 
employment in the face of 
continued high prosperity. 
Any 
democratic 
society 
must be concerned at every 
level of government with the 
fact that, despite a consistent­ 
ly rising standard of living 
for many Americans, despite a 
higher average wage for most 
Americans, despite a mount­ 
ing gross national product of 
more than 600 billion-dollars 
persons in this country can 
afford neither adequate food 
nor adequate shelter nor ade­ 
quate clothing nor adequate 
schooling. 
I submit that at no level of 
government dare we neglect 
this poverty in the midst of 
affluence. 


THEREFORE, the central 
questions to be asked—and 
answered— are: 
Do the proposed actions go 
to the heart of the problem, 
to its causes, not merely to 
its symptoms? 
And even if the measures 
are well-conceived, can pov­ 
erty 
be 
substantially 
done 
away with? 
It seems to me that the war- 
on-poverty program which its 
chief of staff, Sargent Shriver, 
has put together for the presi­ 
dent and unfolded to Congress 
reflects 
realistic, 
workable, 
and, indeed, conservative ec­ 


onomic principles. 
Shriver is not t a l k i n g 
about reducing poverty by 
spreading the wealth of oth­ 
ers. 
He is not talking about in­ 
creasing handouts in order to 
decrease distress.

More Than One Million Quakes Strike During Year 
\ Few Terrors 
Earth Starts

Man knows a lot morn about 
the atmosphere above him than 
he knows about the ground be­ 
neath 
him. 5 et few terrors 
equal that experienced when 
the earth begins to quake. 


And it does quake — all the 
time. There are more than a 
million earthquakes each vear. 
of which perhaps 50.000 can be 
felt without instruments. Be­ 
tween 10 and 100 quakes each 
year cause damage, and on the 
average one does great dam­ 
age. 


Such was the (iood Friday 
quake in Alaska, one of the 
most powerful earth-shaking* 
on record. Foss of life ex­ 
ceeded 100. and d a m a g e , 
short 
and long term, may 
exceed one billion dollars. 


At present, it is impossible 
to predict the exact time and 
place earthquakes will occur. 
Scientists, spurred on by stu­ 
dies begun during the Interna­ 
tional Geophysical Year 1957- 
58, 
have 
several 
promising 


Equal When 
To Tremble 
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clues to prediction. The prin­ 
cipal one is changes in magne­ 
tism in the earth's crust. At 
least one scientist believes that 
reliable predicting of earth­ 
quakes will he possible within 
ten years. 


In the meantime, there is 
only one safe prediction — that 
earthquakes will c o n t i n u e . 
There have been quakes since 
the beginning of recorded time. 


It can be predicted that 
the most severe and frequent 
quakes will occur within two 
great zones in the world, 
shown in the map. One belt 
runs north and south In the 
Pacilif, with the greatest in­ 
cidence of quakes along both 
shores. The other belt lies 
east and west, beginning In 
the Mediterranean area and 
running through India. 


But this is no guaranty that 
q u a k e s w i 1 1 not occur else­ 
where. They frequently occur 
o u t s i d e t h e s e known earth­ 
quake belts, for no known rea­ 
son. 


In fact, the cause of earth- 
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quakes is not known. The sur­ 
face manifestations have been 
studied extensively, and what 
happens there is well known. 
Why it happens is still a mys­ 
tery. Most earthquakes occur 
from 10 to 50 miles below the 
surface of the earth. Some oc­ 


cur at depths of 250 miles or 
more, yet the deepest hole ever 
drilled is not much more than 
five miles. 


The main value of predic­ 
tability would be that people 
in the area could flee before 


the quake occurred. There Is 
at present no hope of pre­ 
venting quakes. 


Some earthquakes are pre­ 
ceded by foreshocks, others are 
not. One thing can be said 
Harely do great quakes occur in 
the same area within vears af­ 


ter a severe quake. 
The earliest theories on the 
cause of earthquakes put them 
down to angry animals under 
the surface, or subterranean 
storms and collapsing caverns. 


One of the oldest theories 
Is that the earth is still cool­ 


ing from the molten stife, 
causing cracking at the sur­ 
face. 


A more modern theory is 
that mountains become lighter 
as they erode 
rising like a 
ship being unloaded, while the 
seas sink as the weight of sedi­ 
ment increases. 
This s u p p o s e d ) v set up 
strains that gradually built un­ 
til something cracks. 


There are also t h e o r i e s 
about drifting continents and 
radioactive heat deep in the 
earth 
making the base of 
continents liquid. 


None of these are of much 
comfort when the earth, seem­ 
ingly so solid, starts to tremble. 
If this happens in heavily popu- j 
lated areas buildings crumble, 
railroads, bridges and other 
structures are disrupted, water 
and gas mains are broken. 


Fires often follow, and many 
times they do more d a m a g e 
and cause more deaths than 
,the quakes. In the San Fran­ 
cisco quake of 1906. damage 
from the quake itself was 20 
million dollars, from the fires 
that followed 400 million dol­ 
la rs . In the Tokyo-Yokohama 
j quake of 1923, g r e a t f i r e s 
swept the cities. Forty thou­ 
sand of the 68.000 deaths in 


Tokyo were due to fire. When 
Lisbon was destroyed in the 
quake of 
1755, fires burned 
for six days after the tremor. 
There have been two great 
quakes in the United States 
outside of the usual quake belt. 


Three great shocks near 
New Madrid, Mo., in Decem­ 
ber, 1811, and January and 
February, 1812, changed the 
landscape over a large area 
Deaths were few, because of 
the sparse settlement, hut a 
strip of land 40 miles wide 
and 150 miles long, running 
south into Tennessee and Ar­ 
kansas sank from three to 
nine feet. River water rushed 
into the “Sunken Country." 
forests w e r e r u i n e d , and 
Reelfoot Lake in Tennessee 
was formed. 


In one of the few major 
quakes on the East Coast, the 
city of Charleston, S.C . was 
badly shaken on the night of 
Aug 
»31. 1886. Twenty-seven 
persons were killed and dam­ 
age ran to five million dollars. 
Shocks were felt as far as Ber­ 
muda and the Upper Mississip­ 
pi. 
The Alaska quake, focussing 
the attention of modern science 
on the mysteries of the earth, 
may open a new era in the pre­ 
diction of natural disasters.

U.S. Sees Dim 
Castro Future

W A S H I N G T O N — Three 
years after Fidel Castro's arm­ 
ed forces rounded up the sur­ 
vivors of a shattered invasion 
force at the Bay of Pigs, future 
control of Cuba remains an 
open question. 
Policy-makers in the United 
States say Castro has been un­ 
able to cement his gains, al­ 
though to most observers he 
appears stronger today than 
ever before. 


U.S. officials believe Cas­ 
tro will eventually lose his 
power— not immediately, not 
even In the next year or two, 
but almost certainly within 
.the next five to 1ft years. 


State Department experts on 
Cuba are aware their views 
d a s h with those of Sen. J. W. 
Fulbright (D-Ark). Chairman 
of the Senate foreign relations 
committee, who said March 25 
in a policy speech that the 
Castro regime “is not likely to 
be overthrow n by any policies ] 
we are now pursuing.” 
Fulbright has proposed that 
the U.S. resign itself to “the 
continued 
existence 
of 
the 
Castro regime as a distasteful 
nuisance but not an intolerable 
danger.” 


The 
State 
Department's 
feeling is that Castro, after 
more than five years in pow­ 
er, is not yet over the hump 
and can still be dislodged. 


The State Department's be­ 
lief that the 
Castro regime 
laces major hurdles is support­ 
ed by officials who cite the 
following: 
1. Continued trouble in the 
Cuban economy. 
2. Factional d i s p u t e s be­ 
tween old-line Cuban Commu­ 
nist and newer Castroites. air­ 
ed in public as recently as March 
26 in lengthy testimony by Cas­ 
tro at a trial of a former rev­ 
olutionary sentenced to death 
as an informer in a case dating 
to 1957. 
3. Persistent apathy and lack 
of popular support for the Cas­ 
tro government. 
4. Signs of continuing dis- 
allusion with Castro through­ 
out Latin America. 
5. D e t e r m i n e d belief in 
Washington that the U.S. can­ 
not afford a successful Castro- 
ite regime, if only b e c a u s e 
prosperity under Communism 
in Cuba would reflect adversly 
on U.S. efforts to spur econ­ 
omic 
development 
in 
Latin 
America through the Alliance 
for Progress. 


Four Soviet battle units 
that constituted 
the 
back­ 
bone of the USSR'S ground 
forces in Cuba have left the 
island, and the remaining 
Russian troops are regarded 
as instructors who are likely 
to leave when their training 
missions are completed. 


Cuba's economic output, the 
main target of U.S. anti-Castro 
efforts, is 15 per cent lower 
today than it was when Castro 
came to power on Jan. 1, 1959. 


Since the Cuban population has i 
grown in that period, U.S. of-1 
ficials say the five-year drop 
in the economy is closer <0 25 
per cent on a per person basis. 


Since last June, when Cuba 
was harvesting its smallest 
sugar crop of the ( astro per­ 
iod. the government has taken 
all farm properties larger 
than 165 acres awav from 
private production and has 
decreed conscription for all 
. males between 
17 and 45 
years of age. 


Even with many conscriptees 
at work in the cane fields, this 
year's harvest is expected to 
be almost as low as last year's 
3.8 million metric tons. 
Lack of machinery and spare 
parts is regarded as one of the 
biggest problems confronting 
the Cuban sugar industry. As 
in other industries as well. 
Cuba today depends heavily on 
an aging, American-built equip­ 
ment that is gradually break­ 
ing down. Cuba is trying to 
solve this problem with Soviet- 
supplied equipment and tech­ 
nicians. 
Recent 
purchases 
such 
as 
trucks and buses from Britain 
and France were made possible 
by a Soviet decision last year 
to allow Castro to default on 
his sugar 
shipments to the 
Communist world. 


L. S. officials also

closely w i t h particular at­ 
tention 
to

Manuel Ray, a former anti- 
Batista official now direct­

Within the U S. itself, offi­

tlement programs have been 
carried forward to a point that 
about one-third of the Cuban 
! exiles who settled in the Miami 
area have now been moved to 
1 other parts of the U. S. 
Castro's standing in Latin 
Latin America is believed to 
have declined further as a re­ 
sult of Venezuela’s success in 
electing a new Democratic gov­ 
ernment last Dec. 1 amid Cu­ 
ban-backed terrorism. 
Pro-Castro elements in Bra­ 
zil are also said to have suffer­ 
ed a serious setback. 
But U. S. officials say they 
j discern no relaxation of Cas­ 
tro’s efforts to export subver- 
j sion to Latin America. 


U. S. officials believe that 
although the Soviet Union 
has a considerable 
invest­ 
ment in Cuba, the prospect 
of Moscow increasing its aid 
to Castro is slim. 


At the same time, Washing­ 
ton doubts that the Soviet Un- 
j ion would abandon its invest-

MIAMI TPli — Only 30 m ile s, 
of no man's waters separate ] 
Cuba from tlie Cav Sal bank, 
of islands between Florida and 
Cuba, the "first base toward 
freedom" for thousands of Cu- i 
bans who flee their homeland 
every year.

Twin-engine a m p h i b i o u s 
planes from the Coast Guard's 
Dinner Key Air Station in Mi­ 
ami skim low' over the islands 
on daily patrols. Backstopped 
by cutters at sea. they keep a 
close vigil over the entire zone 
north of Cuba. Once a plane 
spots them, emergency f o o d 
and equipment is dropped to 
the refugees and a radio mes­ 
sage goes out for a cutter to 
pick them up. 


Since Castro came to power 
in 1959, the ( oast G u a r d 
alone has rescued nearly 6.- 
ftftft refugees in small boats 
at sea or on one of the Cay 
Sal bank islands, according 
to Rear Adm. Irvin J. Ste­ 
phens, c o m m a n d e r of the 
Coast Guard's Seventh Dis­ 
trict. The three islands — 
Elbow Cay, Cay Sal and An- 
guila Cay — are part of the 
Bahamas hut are under lease 
to the Hughes Tool Co. of 
Houston, Texas.

Expert Says Trees 
Are In No Danger 


EUREKA (if)— Redwood trees 
are being grown almost as fast 
as the> are being cut and “no 
danger w hatever” exists that 
they will ever become extinct, 
a consulting forester reported 
last night. 
John Miles, who compiled a 
technical study for the U. S, 
Forest Service, said data indi­ 
cates that by 1985 the total 
annual redwood 
growth 
will 
equal the annual amount cut in 
lumber operations. 
In a speech before the Eu­ 


reka chapter of the American 
Society of Foresters, Miles said 
redwood is growing on about 
two million acres, roughly 3,000 
square miles. 
About 8 per cent is prime vir­ 
gin old growth. 28 per cent is 
partly cut and classified as old 
growth w h i l e the remaining 
redwood stand is young timber. 
Miles said the timber econ-t 
omy of the redwood region o f ! 
Northern California is at a criti­ 
cal point, largely because the 
white woods, principally Doug-1 


las fir. are being depleted rap­ 
idly. He said that during the 
last decade «40 million board 
feet has been grown while more 
than two billion has been log­ 
ged. 


He reported the transition 
period b e t w e e n “boom and 
bust” and careful tree farming 
could he economically critical 
for the next 10 to 20 years. 


Miles said ownership of red­ 
wood forests is largely private 
with a trend to large-scale own. 
ership P r i v a t e l y owned red* 
wood f o r e s t s total 1.790,000 
acres while state and federal 
h o l d i n g s are about 195.000 
acres. 


Miles predicted that during 
the next 60 years about 20 per 


cent of present redwood lands 
will become residential or other 
non-forest areas with trees re­ 
tained for landscaping reasons. 


He concluded that the red­ 
wood region has “complex for­ 
estry problems, with its econ­ 
omy in precarious balance -yet 
rich in promise if we can apply 
reason to our problems and en­ 
thusiasm to our opportunities.'

Hugh Paterson hasn’t been 
able to keep an exact count. 
But he estimates that he 
and Mrs. Paterson have be­ 
tween 700 and 800 camellia 
plants, representing 400 to 
500 different varieties, grow­ 
ing in their yard of slightly 
more than an acre at their 
home at 16 Red Rock Way, 
Los Ranchitos.

“ In art, faithful representa­ 
tion is a worn-out standard,” 
says Edith P. Truesdell, Mill 
Valley painter and art teacher 
who will be a juror in next 
weekend’s Fourth A n n u a l 
Sausalito Art Show. 
But she adds, “ I doubt if 
abstract is always genuine.” 
If 
these 
two 
statements 


seem contradictory, consider 
further: 
“ Photography does such a 
beautiful job of communicat­ 
ing 
reality; 
art should do 
something a little different. 
The role of the artist has got 
to be interpretive, to bring 
some new contribution, some 
element that is the artist’s 
own, to bring a work of art 
to life.” 


BUT IT IS possible to fail 
to communicate when leaving 
reality behind. Mrs. Truesdell 
feels that some modern art 
verges on charlatanism. “ The 
motive too often is not an 
honest effort to manipulate 
art technique, but just to be 
in style.” 
In judging, what she looks 
for in a work of art is some 
fresh approach or statement 
of truth genuine to that per­ 
son— that rings true because 
it is his alone. 
This attitude has enabled 
her to walk that fine line be­ 
tween the conservative and 
the far-out in her own paint­ 
ing (in spite of early New 
England training in rigid aca­ 
demic standards), and to be a 
successful teacher in classes 
composed of painters of vary­ 
ing ability and approach. 


AND THIS W E EK she will 
be working with two distin­ 
guished art authorities of very 
different points of view when 
they serve as a three-man jury 
of selection and awards for 
the Sausalito Woman’s Club 
sponsored 
annual 
free art 
show. The task of choosing a 
first-rate collection of work to 
represent the Sausalito com­

on a good art show,” says 
Mrs. Truesdell. 
“ The Boston Independent 
Show always used to be hung 
alphabetically,” 
she 
noted, 
“ no jury, paintings hung 10 
high — runniest thing you 
ever saw.” 
Too large a jury is l i k e 
herding sheep around. ‘The 
loud and the pig-headed may 
win out,” she says. “ A one- 
man jury makes for a success­ 
ful show, but it is often one­ 
sided and may not be typical 
of a region.” 
Three is the ideal number, 
she feels. 


LO CALLY, Edith Truesdell 
is better known as a teacher 
than a painter, as for the past 
10 years she has conducted 
classes 
in M a r i n County 
which have ranged from crit­ 
ique seminars for practicing 
artists to beginner classes for 
h o u s e w ives.* (Interestingly 
enough, she prefers teaching 
adults to children. She says 
children 
are 
more 
“ hide­ 
bound,” especially after the 
fourth grade.) 
She is not currently a mem­ 
ber of 
any 
organized 
art 
group and seldom exhibits in 
the Marin area, but has won 
a number of awards in other 
areas including the Dalzell- 
Hatfield Gold Medal and prize 
at the Los Angeles Art Mu­ 
seum for oil painting, a gold 
medal at Laguna Beach, and 
awards f r o m the California 
Watercolor Society and the 
Los Angeles County show. 
She studied at the Boston 
Art Museum School. 


AT THAT time art educa­ 
tion consisted of a intensive 
drilling in drawing and paint­ 
ing from life, and that only. 
After a few years of teach­ 
ing and her marriage, she 
was up against the painful 
process 
of 
adjusting 
from 
ultra-conservatism to a state 
of mind more in tune with 
the time. 
Fortunately her new type 
of life helped. Her husband's 
work — he was a water law 
specialist in the U. S. Indian 
Service — involved 
m u c h 
moving about, especially in 
the West. 
She developed a sketching 
technique which never failed 
to intrigue the small fry at 
such places as Arizona reser­ 
vations. By standing in the 


back of their old convertible, 
with a piece of plywood cov­ 
ering the front seat, she had 
a fine table and a view' of 
everything. 


W H EN HOME (in Los An­ 
geles) she pitched i n t o the 
varied activities of a function­ 
ing artist, exhibiting, awards, 
one-man 
shows, 
art 
clubs, 
jury duty, etc. But at any 
moment the routine might be 
interrupted 
by a telegram 
from an irate Indian reserva­ 
tion superintendent: His In­ 
dians 
needed 
h e lp , 
“ the 
ranchers above are hogging 
the entire flow, only trickle 
coming through, stop, come 
at once.” 
Bundles, briefcases, paints, 
bedrolls, everything was hurl­ 
ed into the Chevy, and off 
they went, day or night. Not 
surprisingly, her paintings be­ 
gan to take new directions. 
Boston and the old traditional 
viewpoint seemed far off. 
Then suddenly the pattern 
changed again. 
Because of 
her husband’s ill health and 


early retirement, Mrs. Trues­ 
dell went back to teaching. 
For 14 years she didn’t paint 
at all. 


A FTER 
H E R 
husband’s 
death in 1953, she settled in 
Mill Valley. She built a small 
house where she could sit on 
a deck and look across a val­ 
ley, and 
where she could 
write, paint and teach. 
“ Edie” has many devoted 
friends among Marin County 
artists who have studied with 
her and enjoyed her lively 
wit and trenchant criticisms. 
Her classes feature gallery- 
style critique; the artists do 
their painting at home, in 
any style or medium they 
prefer. 
Fees have always been the 
least of her interests. Usual­ 
ly she has charged a set 
amount and then refunded it 
all at the end of the course, 
minus payment for the classes 
one has missed. 
“ Amazing how that helps 
keep up the attendance,” she 
remarks.

M arinites Play 


Roles In Cancer 


Survey Project

The job that couldn’t be 
done is in its iourth year. 
For when 
the 
American 
Cancer Society proposed its 
six - year Cancer Prevention 
Study, many commercial sur­ 
vey companies threw up their 
hands and said it just wasn't 
possible. 
But as Marin volunteers 
wind up their fourth annual 
• follow-up,” the professionals 
are admitting that the proj­ 
ect is a greai success. 
Nation-wide, over one mil­ 
lion people aged 30 years or 
older were enrolled by more 
than 
68,000 
volunteer 
re­ 
searchers. 
In Marin County, 72 volun­ 
teers, under the chairmanship 
of Mrs. Kenneth L. McKeough, 
Greenbrae, have lined up 969 
subjects and lost contact with 
only one. Losing contact with 
subjects is the major problem 
of long-term surveys, but Ma­ 
rin's loss ratio is less than one- 
tenth of 1 per cent! 


W HY IS all this b e i n g 
done? 
The aims of the project— 
technically called an epidemi­ 
ology study— are threefold: 
1. To get more information 
about people likely to get 
cancer, so we can concentrate 
our educational e f f o r t s to­ 
ward reaching those people. 
2. To pick up clues as to the 
causes of cancer, by finding 
out who gets it and possible 
relationships to surroundings, 
heredity and habits. 
3. To test hints that are 
coming from the laboratory. 
Such studies are not new to 
medical science. The first im­ 
portant one relating to cancer 
and 
smoking 
was 
actually 
conducted at Montpelier Hos­ 
pital in France over 100 years 
ago. 
In that ease, the subjects 
were patients with cancer of 
the mouth, lips and tongue. 
The observation was that they 
were all smokers of clay pipes. 


TODAY'S study is infinite­ 
ly more complex. 
W7hen the project began, 
over a million “ guinea pigs” 
filled out detailed question­ 
naires about their habits, oc- 
c u p a t i o n s , 
family back­ 
grounds, m e d i c a l histories 
and answers to other personal 
questions. The questionnaires 
were forwarded to New York 
in envelopes sealed by the 
s u b j e c t (all information is 
h e l d strictly confidential), 
where 
they are coded 
on 
punch cards for processing by 
electronic computers. 
Total cost to the society 
over the six years will be 
about $300,000. This is not 
high, bearing in mind that 
commercial survey companies 
wanted anywhere 
from

million dollars to 45 million 
dollars to do the earlier smok-

ing survey, using only 22,000 
researchers. 
The American Cancer So­ 
ciety meets such costs with 
contributions from local coun­ 
ty branches and other sources. 


FOR EXAMPLE, one-third 
of the money raised in Marin 
during the current Annual 
Cancer Crusade will be de­ 
voted to national research 
projects, such as the Cancer 
Prevention Study. Another 49 
per cent will remain in Marin 
to support two local programs 
— public education and free 
services to cancer patients. 
This low cost approach is 
made possible by the many 
thousands of hours of hard 
work put in by Mary Mc- 
Keough and her researchers. 
As gaps have shown up in re­ 
turns from the annual follow- 
ups, every missing person has 
been traced and accounted for 
—except one. 
And like the FBI and the 
Mounties, Mrs. McKeough will 
never close her file on an un­ 
solved case. 
Of the original 969 Marin- 
ites involved as s u b j e c t s , 
there have been 41 deaths. 
Eight persons have asked to 
drop out. To keep track of the 
roll effectively, inquiries have 
been s e n t throughout the 
United States and even to Eu­ 
rope, where six subjects still 
play their part by mail. 


EACH YEAR, some of the 
key information is brought up 
to date — such as location, 
history of illness. Extra ques­ 
tions have been added such as 
the one a s k i n g about the 
amount of air pollution in the 
subject’s home area. 
And what has been learned 
from this mass of data? 
Full evaluation will take 
several years after the com­ 
pletion of the six-year cycle, 
but much has been extracted 
even while the study is still in 
progress. 
For example, the recent re­ 
port on the effects of smok­ 
ing on health by the U.S. 
Surgeon-General. This report 
looked to the American Can­ 
cer Society for a great deal of 
its data — drawn from the 
first, second and third annual 
follow-ups. 


THIS STUDY showed that, 
in a sample of 422,094 men 
aged 40 to 89 who were traced 
for a three-year period, the 
general death rates are far 
higher among cigarette smok­ 
ers than among non-smokers, 
that they increase with the 
amount of smoking, and that 
they are lower in former ciga­ 
rette smokers who have given 
up the habit for a year or 
more. 
To be precise, the lung can­ 
cer rate was 11 times higher 
among light smokers, and 18 
times higher among “very 
heavy” smokers than in non- 
smokers. 
Coronary a r t e r y disease 
caused twice as many deaths 
among light s m o k e r s and

three times as many deaths 
among heavy smokers. Death 
rates were closely related to 
the degree to w h i c h the 
smoker inhaled and the age at 
which he began smoking. 
As in previous studies, pipe 
and cigar smoking appeared 
to be far safer than cigarette 
smoking. 


IN ANOTHER report issued 
by the California State De­ 
partment of Health in 1963 it 
was revealed that, if present 
trends continue, mure than 
100,000 California 
children 
now attending school will die 
of lung cancer before the age 
of 70. 
Among other conclusions to 
emerge from the statistics 
compiled by the ACS is the 
indication that although many 
subjects suffer physical com­ 
plaints described as cancer 
danger signals, they do not 
see a d o c t o r about them. 
Knowledge of this fact is im­ 
portant to the society’s public 
education program. 
It has also indicated that 
men with occupational expos­ 
ure to dust and other air im­ 
purities have a 30 per cent 
higher death rate from lung 
cancer and a 96 per cent high­ 
er death rate from all lung 
diseases than do men without 
such exposure. 


THESE, THEN, a r e t h e 
tools that the Cancer Preven­ 
tion Study researchers, the 
subjects and the data proces­ 
sors are putting in the hands 
of our cancer-fighlers. 
Some of the lessons learned 
may be put to use by medical 
men searching for causes and 
cures — others only by the 
commonsense and will-power 
of those affected. 
But as each step upward is 
made in the future, Mary Mc­ 
Keough and her “guinea pigs” 
will know that they h a v e 
played their part. And so will 
every campaign worker who 
has ever trudged from door to 
door at fund-raising time. It 
will be a good feeling.

Marin Library 


Proud Of Its 
California Room 


M a r i n County Librarian 
Virginia Keating calls it her 
“California 
Room,” 
but 
it 
began as a single glass-fronted 
bookcase. 
Those were the days when 
the 
Marin County 
Library 
was located in the basement 
of the courthouse in down­ 
town San Rafael. 


DESPITE THE sparsity of 
space, Mrs. Keating had a 
dream — a single collection 
point for the library’s grow­ 
ing mass of books and other 
materials dealing with Marin 
and California history. 
For the time being, the 
single bookcase had to serve 
the purpose, i n a d e q u a t e 
though it was. 
Conditions improved only 
a little when the library mov­ 
ed to the old Coleman School 
building at 1711 Grand Ave­ 
nue, San Rafael. There a 
portion of the entrance hall 
was partitioned off, to serve 
as the California Room. 


BUT IN THE library's new­ 
est quarters in the new Marin 
Civic Center, Mrs. Keating’s 
dream has at last come true. 
Architects incorporated into 
their planning a special Cal­ 
ifornia Room for the library. 
There Mrs. Keating and 
her assistants have assembled 
hundreds of books and other 
materials relating to local and 
state history, geography, cul­ 
ture, travel, biography, etc. 
Most of the volumes and 
materials are available to the 
visiting public. But more val­ 
uable books are kept inside a 
locked 
bookcase* accessible 
only with the help of the

librarian's key and not to be 
taken from the library. 


THESE GUARDED materi 
als fall into three categories: 
1. That which deals with 
Marin County history 
and 
would be impossible to re­ 
place. Often the copy in the 
case is the only one known 
to exist. 
2. B o o k s and materials 
which would be exceedingly 
difficult to replace. 
3. A 
special 
display 
of 
books by Marin County au­ 
thors. 
Of the books by Marinites, 
Mrs. Keating says: “We call 
it our ‘boasting collection.’ 


We like to use it to demon­ 
strate to visitors how many 
talented and creative people 
reside within our county.” 


THERE IS a heavy traffic 
to the California Room to use 
the materials. Many of the 
visitors are scholars and stu­ 
dents from out of the county. 
Also making extensive use of 
the informative data about 
Marin are new residents of 
the county, eager to learn 
something of the history of 
their new home. 
Scrapbooks compiled by the 
library staff provide exten­ 
sive background material on a 
number of subjects of local 
and state interest. 
Also subjects of great in­ 
terest are the 1906 San Fran­ 
cisco 
earthquake 
and 
fire 
photographs that make up the 
Fred W. Pabst collection. 


OWNER PABST passed his 
photos on to M. S. Lester of 
Kentfield 
when 
the 
latter 


succeeded him as head of the 
Don Lee Cadillac Co. in San 
Francisco—with the stipula­ 
tion that the historic pictures 
not be sold to a private col­ 
lector or organization, but be 
placed somewhere where they 
would be available for public 
inspection. 
The old pictures, detailing 
dramatically the havoc which 
occurred 58 years ago today 
when the earth shook and 
flames swept San Francisco, 
remain in a remarkably good 
condition. 
They have been displayed 
at the Cadillac agency and at 
the Bohemian Club. 


LAST YEAR, Lester pre­ 
sented the photos to the Marin 
library. And they now hold an 
honored 
place 
among 
the 
materials in the California 
Room collection. 
There are other documen­ 
tary photos to be found in 
the pleasant room, complete 


with reading tables, includ­ 
ing a most extraordinary set 
detailing the layout of an 
early California rancho. 
Mrs. Keating says a Marin 
builder not too long ago used 
those old pictures to help 
him in planning a new ranch- 
style house for a local client. 


AMONG ALL this wealth 
of books, photos, manuscripts 
and 
other 
materials, 
Mrs. 
Keating says, there is just 
one newspaper to be found 
in the California Room. It’s 
the 
Independent-J o u r n a l 
Marin Magazine. The bound 
files of the I J magazine are 
kept there, she explains, be­ 
cause of the many articles 
of Marin historical interest 
that appear in its pages. 
For example, the repro­ 
ductions of the fire and earth­ 
quake pictures from the Fred 
W. Pabst collection that ap­ 
pear on the following pages 
of this issue.

‘Tomorrow’s Wilderness” is 
a compilation of the proceed­ 
ings of the Eighth Wilderness 
Conference, as edited by Fran­ 
cois Leydet of Belvedere. 
We cannot be certain as to 
just how much use dedicated 
conservationist Leydet made 
of his blue pencil, but we wish 
it had been a bit more. The 
book reads a little like a ver­ 
batim report of the confer­ 
ence. And such conferences, 
no matter how interesting or 
significant the subject mat­ 
ter, are bound to contain a lot 
that is formality, repetitious, 
extraneous or meaningful only 
to professionals and t h o s e 
most deeply committed to the 
cause. 
Papers, speeches and ex­ 
temporaneous remarks of 27 
of our nation’s leading author­ 
ities on the preservation of 
our natural heritage are in the 
book. Naturally, the expres­ 
sions vary greatly in the im­ 
port of the topics, the merit 
of the observations and the ef­ 
fectiveness of the presenta­ 
tions, More persuasive argu­ 
ments on behalf of the wilder­ 
ness preservation concept to 
which 
the 
conference 
was 
dedicated tend to be watered 
down somewhat by the inclu­ 
sion of the less persuasive and 
more specialized And many 
of the latter might have been 
honed to keener acuity by less 
restrained editing. 
Some of the more thought- 
provoking 
contents 
include 
James P. Gilligan’s general 
summation of the need for and 
status of the wilderness move­ 
ment; J. Ralph Audy’s thesis 
that mankind, so concerned 
with plant weeds, has become 
something of an animal weed 
himself in nature’s scheme of 
things; fascinating discussions 
by 
Athelstan 
Spilhaus’ 
of 
man’s exploitation of the sea 
and by Chauncey D. Leake of 
our pollution of the air; Ma- 
rinite Lawrence Halprin’s sug­ 
gestion that a major step to­ 
ward relieving the pressure on 
our wilderness areas would be 
the planning of more livable

Smith Jr.’s appraisal of the po­ 
litical realities of the wilder­ 
ness movement. 
Stephen H. Spurr’s advoc­ 
acy of some limited manage­ 
ment for primitive areas trig­ 
gered the conference’s prin­ 
cipal controversy. 
Twenty-nine 
varnished 
il­ 
lustrations-photos by Ansel 
Adams, Ray Atkeson and oth­ 
ers- demonstrate the beauty 
of the wilderness as well as 
the despoiling that man can 
bring about. 
We doubt that “Tomorrow’s 
Wilderness” will be quite the 
intended telling weapon on 
behalf of the Sierra Club’s 
campaign 
for 
conservation 
that such predecessor books as 
the more pictorial “The Last 
Redwoods,” 
“The 
Elegant 
Light” and “Island in Time” 
have been. On such a scenic 
subject, pictures are usually 
more effective with the gen­ 
eral public than words. But 
“Tomorrow’s Wilderness” of­ 
fers, for those who do perse­ 
vere and read it, much food 
for thought and challenge for 
the conscience.

It’s suitable for both adult 
and child.

MARIN gardeners will find

all such books originating in 
other geographical areas, has 
been somewhat minimized by 
editor Rachel Snyder through 
the use of zone maps and re­ 
gional advice. 
The book itself is an im­ 
pressive one, very compre­ 
hensive and beautifully illu­ 
strated. 


Miss Snyder, also editor-in- 
chief of the highly respected 
Flower and Garden Magazine, 
has aimed for a book that is 
both valuable as a reference 
source and also enjoyable to 
green 
thumbers purely 
as 
reading material about their 
favorite hobby. She has had 
the splendid support of D. 
Van Nostrand Co. Inc., a pub­ 
lisher that does not go into 
these projects half-heartedly. 
The result is a big book 
which Marinites, even with 
t h e afore - mentioned 
geo­ 
graphical problem in mind, 
you will find both useful and 
interesting. The manner in 
which a staggering amount of 
material has been organized 
and presented for quick ref­ 
erence is especially worthy of 
commendation.

lacopi puts it this way at 
the outset: “Earthquakes are 
a part of California’s heritage, 
and we must learn to live with 
them. But the dangers involv­ 
ed are more a result of man’s 
ignorance than of nature’s de­ 
structive force.” 
By “man’s ignorance” he 
means our insistence upon 
erecting shoddy, flimsy con­ 
struction in the danger areas. 
The book explores the geo­ 
logical causes, mechanics and 
history of California quakes 
with an explanation of how we 
measure their intensity. Much 
of the book is devoted to an 
examination, section by sec­ 
tion, of the fault system in 
California. (The chapter cov­ 
ering that part of the San An­ 
dreas Fault passing through 
Marin County begins on page 
145.) 
lacopi closes with discus­ 
sions of future earthquake

He says: “California’s next 
great earthquake may take 
place while you are reading 
this book, or it may not come 
during your lifetime. But one 
thing is sure: It is definitely 
on the way.” 
He quotes Dr. Charles F. 
Richter as holding a reoccur­ 
rence of the 1857 Southern 
California tremors to be our 
most likely next major quake, 
with a repeat of the 1906 
Northern California disaster 
as the next most probable. 
” . . . The long, quiet period 
may be significant,” it is not­ 
ed concerning the San An­ 
dreas Fault of this area. 
It is a sobering book that 
does not minimize the earth­ 
quake peril, yet eliminates the 
wilder myths. It is also a con­ 
vincing plea for adherence to 
sound building codes and stan­ 
dards, and a reminder of the 
importance of avoiding panic 
should Mother Nature renew 
her angry writhings.

MRS. LBJ by Ruth Mont­ 
gomery, Holt, Rinehart and 
Winston, 212 pages, $3.95.

The first of what promises 
to be a covey of Lady Bird 
books

Washington 
reporter 
Ruth 
Montgomery, who has turned 
out a chatty, informal biog­ 
raphy of the East Texas girl 
now this nation’s number one 
hostess. 
The 
L a d y 
B i r d 
who 
emerges from this admiring 
portrait is a pleasant, un­ 
ruffled person equal to any 
situation. As wife of Senator, 
Vice President and now Pres­ 
ident Lyndon B. Johnson, she 
has served a long apprentice­ 
ship for her present role. 
Often she was called upon to 
sit opposite President John 
F. Kennedy at state dinners 
at the White House, pinch- 
hitting 
for 
Mrs. 
Kennedy 
whenever she was away from 
Washington. And increasingly 
the Johnsons took on the en­ 
tertainment of foreign and 
local dignitaries at t h e i r 
home — formerly Perle Mes- 
ta’s—and the LBJ ranch. 
As a typical day, she re­ 
counts: “At 9 o’clock I had a 
Spanish lesson, interrupted 
to make an appointment for 
Lynda with the dentist and 
Lucy with geometry tutor; 
11 o’clock I opened the Na­ 
tional Cathedral flower show; 
at 1 o’clock, attended lunch­ 
eon for the Heart Fund and 
made a little speech; 2:30 to 
5, I answered mail; 5 o’clock, 
entertained 35 Peace Corps 
Volunteers; at 6, an emergen­ 
cy call had me dispatching 
Lyndon's tux to the Capitol; 
then I dressed and joined him 
at 7:45 at the White House for 
dinner.” 
Ruth Montgomery s h o w s 
the First L a d y , at 51, the 
calm, capable, ready-to-meet- 
any-situation member of the 
folksy family in the White 
House. 


Real And Unreal 


THE H A N D OF M A R Y C O N ­ 
STABLE by Paul Gallico, Dou- 
bleday,

The author, long a student 
of the occult, neatly blends 


his knowledge of psychic phe­ 
nomena with the cold war. 
C a r r y i n g 
the 
reader 
through 
two 
worlds, 
the 
“real” world of secret agents 
and the unreal world of spir­ 
itualists, he wrings the last 
bit of suspense from each. 
At the head of the tale is 
a top U.S. scientist who is on 
the verge of tipping off the 
Russians to a vital defense 
secret at the urging of his 
dead daughter. 
The scientist is convinced 
that he is in communication 
with his deceased daughter, 
and he has her hand to prove 
it . . . even though she was 
cremated. 
Into this puzzle steps Alex­ 
ander Hero, chief investigator 
for the British Society of 
Psychical Research, and the 
spine-tingling begins. 
Despite the fast pace, the 
author sustains an eerie mood 
of the spirit world. Sessions 
with a medium are especially 
compelling. At the same time 
the tricks of the spiritualist 
trade are unmasked, reveal­ 
ing fraud behind the trap­ 
pings. 
Gallico’s mixture of sus- 
p e n s e 
and 
supernatural 
should please fans in both 
fields and readers in general. 


The Neglected 


W ED N ESD A Y’S 
CHILDREN 
by Leontine Young, M cGraw - 
Hill, 185 pages, $5.95. Re­ 
viewed by Lee Cadw allader. 
Here is a rare find. 
Dr. Young, a professor of 
casework in the School of So­ 
cial Administration at O h i o 
State University, is a fine 
writer. She shows great pro­ 
fessional control and objec­ 
tivity in presenting her sub­ 
ject—a study of child neglect 
and abuse. 
She illustrates her study 
with many horrifying case his­ 
tories, but because of her pro­ 
fessionalism and restraint one 
can finish this cogent book 
without being hysterically in­ 
clined to jump to conclusions 
as to what causes some adults 
to contribute to the death of 
helpless children through neg­ 
lect and others to apparently 
delight in torturing their inno­ 
cent victims. 
Leontine Young states that 
it is not her purpose to offer 
at this time a complete plan

Allegorical Novel 


THE FAIR by Robert N a ­ 
than Alfred A. Knopf, 208 
pages, $3.95. Reviewed by 
Dorothy Gardiner. 
Author Robert Nathan dis­ 
plays a rare gift of whimsy, 
wit, imagination and scholar­ 
ship in this allegorical novel 
dealing with universal prob­ 
lems of mankind during the 
legendary time of Britain's 
King Arthur. 
The tale opens during the 
Dark Ages on the eve of Ar­ 
thur’s 
defeat on Salisbury 
Plain at the hands of Saxon 
invaders. 
A small band of Celtic sur­ 
vivors — a fair maiden, her 
squire, young cousin, nurse­ 
maid and a well meaning ab­ 
bot who tutors the children— 
flee the invaders a n d a r e 
quickly joined by the young 
girl’s guardian angel, who also 
is the first Negro any of the 
band has seen. 
Nathan weaves around this 
band a warm and profound 
commentary o n t h e philo­ 
sophical hedges and social 
problems of human nature. 
The group lives convenient­ 
ly in a transitory time of 
young Christianity, establish­ 
ed Druid paganism, ancient 
Greek mythology, fading Ro­ 
man influence and fledgling 
nationalism. This melting pot 
of ideas soon enmeshes the 
reader in a web of questions 
and answers still plaguing 
mankind today. 
The tale is a delightful epi­ 
sode for the romantic of na­ 
ture or those who enjoy a 
literary journey to a slightly 
different depth and happier 
frame of mind.

TAPE RECORD­ 
ERS are becoming 
increasingly popular 
for home entertain­ 
ment. Surprisingly 
enough 
how ever, 
many p ossib ilities 
that the tape record­ 
er offers. 


One of the very important 
features, of course, is the 
playing of stereo music tapes 
tor musical enjoyment and 
background. You can use the 
quarter track pre-recorded 
tapes now available in abun­ 
dance, or you can record 
your own tapes off-the-air 
from stereo broadcasts. To 
record stereo broadcasts you 
must have a stereo multiplex 
type tuner, and generally a 
good antenna system to bring 
in clean undistorted pro­ 
gram material. To record, 
you merely connect two 
patch cords from the output 
oi the tuner, or in som e 
cases from the output ot the 
associated preamp, into the 
radio/phono input jaek of 
the tape recorder. Set the 
playback and 
re c o rd in g 
levels so that the* recording 
indicator does not show too 
much signal going into the 
recorder. 


Another very im p o rta n t 
use is the recording ot im­ 
portant events around the 
home, such as the children’s 
parties, baby’s first words, 
vacations, 
n a rra tio n 
for 
movies or slides etc. 


A new er use for tape re­ 
corders is sound on sound. 
You record a musical solo, 
for instance, on one sound 
track then you transfer this 
solo from track one to track 
two by re-recording. At the 
same time that you are re­ 
recording, you listen to the 
solo and add a harmony part 
by using the microphone. 
You can continue by trans- 
fering the two musical parts 
back to track one and again 
adding another part. A simi­ 
lar technique is used for 
language learning. T he mas­ 
ter track (the teacher’s track) 
is generally placed on track 
One with appropriate spaces 
b e tw e e n th e p ro n o u n c e ­ 
m en t of words or phrases. 
T h e student listens to the 
m aster track then repeats 
the word or phrase at the 
sam e tim e re c o rd in g it. 
T h e n by re w in d in g an d 
playing back, the student 
can compare his pronounci- 
ations with the teacher’s. 
T h e student can erase his 
track and re-record over and 
over until he has perfected 
th e lesson.

Broadway tunes and some 
jazz: 
Kurt Weill’s “Lady In the 
Dark” w i t h Rise Stevens, 
Adolph Green and John Rear­ 
don — Columbia Stereo OS 
2390: 
This was one of the most 
part-breaking Broadway musi­ 
cals of all the i m p o r t a n t 
works of Weill. This new Ip 
fills a need for a recording of 
highlights from the appealing 
score. 
The biggest tunes are “My 
Ship,” “This is New,” “Tschai- 
kowsky” (w h i c h launched 
Danny Kaye’s career), and 
“The 
Saga 
of Jenny,” all 
about the girl who couldn’t 
make up her mind. Although 
the Ira Gershwin lyrics may 
now seem dated in places, 
Weill’s captivating way with a 
melody saves the day. 


Noel Coward’s “The Girl 
Wh« Came to Supper” with 
Jose Ferrer, Florence Hender­ 
son and Roderick Cook (Origi­ 
nal Broadway Cast) — Colum­ 
bia Stereo KOS 2420: 
T y p i c a l l y Noel Coward 
throughout: Glitter and glam­ 
our mixed with a little wist­ 
fulness and sadness among 
the international set. 
Jose Ferrer, who does a 
fairly good job of trying to 
sing, even sounds much like 
Coward himself in delivery. 
One rather funny scene, in 
which the heroine performs 
snatches from a corny musical 
p r o d u c t i o n at breakneck 
speed, 
doing all the voices 
herself, is lifted from an iden­ 
tical idea in the recent musi­ 
cal “Subways Are For Sleep­ 
ing.” 
While it has its moments, 
I’m afraid this one is no bet­ 
ter than Mr. Coward’s last 
musical, “Sail Away,” which 
flopped. 


Gene Krupa in “Drunimin* 
Man” — Columbia C2L 29: 
Latest in an epoch-making 
series of jazz re-issues collec­ 
tions from this label. 
Following hard on the heels 
of the wonderful Ellington 
collection Volume I, it follows 
a tough act, but has plenty of 
interest to sustain it. It covers 
the period from the late 1930s 
to the late 40s and features 
top names such as Roy Eld- 
ridge, A n i t a O’Dav, Frank 
Rosolino, C h a r l i e Ventura, 
Sam Donahue, Dave Lambert 
and others who either got 
their start or rose to higher 
fame in various Krupa hands. 
Krupa was the first drum­ 
mer to “show off” the solo 
possibilities of that instru­ 
ment. He made drum solos a 
standard item in any evening

of big hand music and made 
the general public more aware 
of the importance of this in­ 
strument previously relegated 
only to keeping time. 
The fine booklet of notes 
contains many photos and a 
running commentary on the 
tracks by Krupa himself. 
Many of the instrumental 
tracks hold up very well even 
today, with great solos by the 
many great names associated 
with Krupa over the years.

Silhouettes For The Garden

It's Time You Put 


The sun through a thought­ 
fully t h i n n e d grape vine 
trained over a pergola; a cle­ 
matis forming a Japanese- 
screen pattern on a treillis 
dividing patio from service 
area; the black outline of the 
limbs of the Australian Tea 
Tree as it stands gracefully 
between you and the sun — 
all these are garden effects 
worth attempting. 
There are some ardent gar­ 
deners who go to the trouble 
of training ivy in patterns on 
a fence; of twisting shrubs 
and trees to suit their purpose 
and thereby making beautiful 
landscapes. This is great fun 
if you have the time and in­ 
clination, but you can create 
many beautiful garden pic­ 
tures with judicious planting 
and selection of the proper 
shrubs and trees and very 
little effort or care. Surpris­ 
ingly enough, most of the 
plants that will make wonder­ 
ful silhouette patterns for you 
are as easy to grow as Cali­ 
fornia natives. 


THE 
GERALDTON 
Wax 
flower, a native of Western 


Australia, like many another 
Australian loves it in Califor­ 
nia. 
It makes a shrub up to 12 
feet high and spreading from 
eight to 10 feet. Its open habit 
of growth with its b r o w n 
stems and almost feathery, 
bright green little l e a v e s 
makes it a natural tracery 
plant set against a white wall 
or ornamental fence. It is one 
of those see-through plants 
which can be set to cover or 
separate an area. When the 
Waxflower grows up it will 
cover a given area allowing 
you to see out but preventing 
the neighbors or passersby 
from getting a clear view in. 
While the Geraldton Wax­ 
flower has lovely, waxy little 
cup-shaped, pink-hued flowers 
at its branch-ends for about 
three months, beginning in 
March, its importance as a 
year-round shrub is its feath­ 
ery foliage and brown limbs 
that present an unusual ap­ 
pearance. 
It likes hot, well- 
drained places, will take prun­ 
ing to shape. 


serve us well as a silhouette 
plant is Wormwood Senna or 
Feathery Cassia, w’hich not 
only shows to advantage when 
used against a wall but puts 
on a delightful show of yellow 
blooms that stand out against 
the silvery gray foliage. 


O PEN N ESS OF the tree or 
shrub is important when cre­ 
ating the pattern you want 
plus the shrub’s ability to take 
shaping readily. The Worm­ 
wood Senna will take shaping 
beautifully. 


It is by nature neat, rather 
rounding to about six or eight 
feet high, quite open an d 
feathery. It is an excellent 
companion plant to the Black­ 
eyed Heather because they 
are somewhat the same gen­ 
eral appearance — although 
the Wormwood Senna is not 
sprawling and dense like the 
Heather— and as the Heather 
blooms begin to brown and 
look somewhat ragged, the 
Wormwood Senna draws the 
eye with its bright yellow’, fra­ 
grant flowers. T h e foliage 
color contrast also is pleasant. 


The Plants 


One of the wonderful things 
about our climate is the long 
planting and growing seasons 
it permits. 
Spring usually arrives early 
and summer stays late. Thus 
we have an unusual oppor­ 
tunity to make the most of 
bedding plants. 
What are bedding plants? 
Generally we mean annuals 
or plants that are treated as 
annuals to create mass color 
or display. 
However, vege­ 
tables can well be considered 
bedding plants as far as the 
home gardener is concerned. 
Bedding plants, both flow­ 
ers and vegetables, have this 
in common, they respond best 
to good soil. By good soil we 
mean soil at least a foot deep 
that has plenty of humus in 
it, or organic matter if that 
term means more to you. 


THE SOIL should drain well 
yet have p l e n t y of tiny 
sponges (provided by the or­ 
ganic matter) to blot up and 
hold the water so plant roots 
can take it up as needed. In 
such soil you should be able 
to grow with the greatest of 
ease and with the most bril­ 
liant results nearly any of the 
annuals and vegetables. 
The other thing nearly all 
bedding plants have in com­ 
mon— they want sun. 
Some annuals a r e easily 
started from seed placed di­ 
rectly in the g r o u n d , but 
others are 
best bought in 
plant bands or by the flat 
from nurseries. 
Nowadays, nurserymen car­ 
ry a large selection of bedding 
plants already started from 
seed and ready to plant. These 
will be strong, healthy little 
plants and to insure that they 
continue that way, ask the 
nurseryman for some type of 
transplanting solution to be 
used at the time these plants 
are moved from the flat to the 
planting bed. They usually 
give you a vitamin-hormone 
combination that not o n l y 
helps the plants overcome any 
shock of being moved but gets 
them started on their way to 
maximum growth and produc­ 
tivity. 


MOST OF the vegetables 
you’ll want to start from seed 
because they are so easy to 
grow and there’s n o t h i n g 
quite as fascinating as watch­ 
ing the tiny s h o o t s poke 
t h r o u g h the ground and 
spring up almost hour by 
hour with a magic only nature 
knows. Children should be 
given a chance to plant some 
quick-emerging seed as they 
usually are even more impa­ 
tient for action than their 
parents. 
Among the vegetables you 
can plant right now from seed 
are parsley, beets, peas, beans, 
chard, carrots, corn, squash of 
all sorts, cucumbers, melons, 
potatoes, spinach, turnips, let­ 
tuce (although you can get 
plants of lettuce and chard if 
you prefer not to start them 
from seed). 
Among the flowers it is best 
to start from seed are the Cal­ 
ifornia poppy, clarkia, Sweet 


To Bed 


Alyssum, godetia. sweet pea, 
nasturtium, lineria or baby 
snapdragons, Virginia stock. 


NATURALLY, you can start 
any of the annuals from seed, 
but for the busy home gar­ 
dener it is easier and quicker 
to get the p l a n t s of such 
things as zinnias, pansies, vi­ 
olas, petunias, snapdragons, 
marigolds — the list is too 
long to print so check your 
nursery. 
If your soil is good and 
well-drained, all you have to 
do is pop the plants into the 
ground at the level they were 
growing in the flats, water 
them in well, using a dose of 
the transplanting solution. If 
it is particularly warm when 
you put the plants in, it is 
wise to give them some sort 
of shelter for a few days until 
they get going. 
Nurseries sell hotcaps al­ 
ready made up but you can 
make little caps very quickly 
out of newspapers that will do 
very well. 
If you do not have good 
drainage, it is wise to make 
raised beds — which simply 
means you heap up the soil 
to six inches above the ground 
level and slant the sides in 
slightly. You don't need to 
put in bulwarks or anything 
fancy and if you keep your 
beds about three feet wide 
you find your plants grow just 
right for planting, watering 
and picking without strain. 


W HEN YOU select 
your 
flow’ers and lay out your beds, 
remember that you should 
have enough of the same va­ 
riety and color of a plant to 
make a real showing. 
Solid colors are best for 
massing, otherwise you should 
use a larger number of the 
same if they are varicolored 
p l a n t s . Five cinerarias of 
white; five petunias of red; 
five marigolds of a rich or­ 
ange can live together if need 
be. But a solid bed of petunias 
with a border of Dwarf Mari­ 
golds might be much better 
and show both flowers to ad­ 
vantage. 
The g o - t o g e t h e r effect 
should be considered before 
you plant. In this regard, land­ 
scape architects say that reds, 
oranges and deep yellows are 
“ hot’ colors, cheering to the 
eye and heart and tend to 
“ come close” to you. Pinks, 
roses, pastels and blue are 
“ coor colors, tend to make a 
garden seem bigger. Blood- 
red, lavender, p u r p l e and 
white are best used as con­ 
trast colors to bring out the 
best in some of the other 
colors. 


T H ERE ARK only a few 
cultural directions necessary 
for success with these eager- 
to-grovv bedding plants. Water 
deeply and infrequently; give 
the plants regular light feed­ 
ings of plant food about every 
three weeks; 
keep 
flowers 
picked. This last is extremely 
important 
because 
annuals 
want to bolt to seed and stop 
blooming. Keep picking and 
they bloom more 
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jy*Roses need plenty of water 
to produce the maximum 
bloom. Soak them deeply 
once a week, a little oftener 
if your soil is very sandy.

vites trouble with a fungus 
called petal blight. 
This menace first came to 
this country about 15 years 
ago from Japan, he says. 


W H EN 
PET A LS 
are 
al 
lowed to lie on the ground, 
the fungus d e v e l o p s and 
moves into the ground. The 
following spring, “ little mush* 
r o o m - l i k e 
growths'’ 
will 
sprout, sending out spores to 
attack that year’s camellias. 
The 
Patersons 
generally 
find it more convenient to 
snip faded blooms from the 
bush — “ thereby doing our 
pruning as well” — rather 
than wait for the flowers to 
drop onto the ground. This is 
especially true, he says, of 
those varieties w hose i lowers 
burst upon s t r i k i n g t h e 
ground, thus complicating the 
job of stooping and collecting 
the old blooms. 
But if you prefer to wait 
u n t i l t h e f l o w e r s have 
dropped, Paterson adds, do 
not long delay the chore of 
picking them up. 


“ C A M ELLIA petals do not 
make a good mulch for ca­ 
mellia plants,’’ he says, “ and 
prevention of the petal blight 
is far easier than treatment, 
once you have an infestation.” 
In the latter unhappy event, 
the best treatment, Paterson 
says, is with a fungicide called 
Terraclor. 
“ Spray the ground— not the 
plant— with it several times 
a year to kill off fungus be­ 
fore 
it 
comes 
out 
above 
ground,” 
he 
advises. 
“ And 
then, pick up those petals re­ 
ligiously.” 
Finally, Paterson says, ca­ 
mellias prefer overhead spray, 
since such watering is similar 
to the natural rainfall upon 
which they depend in their 
native Asian forests. And they 
like lots of watering, since 
they cannot store moisture. 


A BR ISK spray also serves 
to wash bugs and other pests 


from the foliage, he points 
out. 
When the Patersons were 
still 
teaching 
school, 
they 
arose early in the mornings 
to work in the garden before 
leaving 
for 
school. 
After 
school, they returned to their 
chores among the camellias. 
And 
their 
weekends, 
too, 
were devoted to the care of 
their fast-growing collection 
of plants. 
Since 
both 
retired 
from 
teaching two years ago, they 
now 
have 
more 
“ leisure” 
time to devote to the camel­ 
lias. 
“ But still, we re a little bit 
like the farmer with a herd of 
cows. We can’t just go off and 
leave our plants for a week 
or so without arranging for 
some one to tend them.” Pat­ 
erson says. 


K EN BEC K ER, a College of 
Marin student and a neighbor 
who has worked with the Pat­ 
ersons in 
their yard, now 
takes over the camellia care 
chores in their absence. 
But the Patersons seldom 
stray too far from their ca­ 
mellias. 
The loving attention they 
lavish upon several hundred 
prized plants might seem like 
a formidable, even impossible, 
task to many green thumbers 
hard-put to keep pace with a 
couple of rose bushes and a 
row of petunias. 
But for the Patersons, it 
has been a hobby that has en­ 
riched their retirement years.

Continued from Page M 3 
species not commonly culti­ 
vated in the United States. 
“ Generally,” he says, “ they 
are the kind that would be of 
little interest to anyone ex­ 
cept a ‘camellia 
nut.’ The 
flowers are usually inconspic­ 
uous, and many are not even 
recognizable as camellias.” 


W H Y W A S it that the Pat­ 
ersons chose camellias when 
they decided to go into floral 
gardening in a big way? 
Paterson 
lists these 
rea­ 
sons: 
1. Camellias are relatively 
easy to grow if you give them 
some partial shade. 
2. They are free from most 
pests. 
3. The foliage remains nice 
and glossy the year around. 
4. And there are, of course, 
those colorful blooms ranging 
from a dignified attractive­ 
ness to a showy gorgeousness. 
‘‘And if you select your va­ 
rieties with care, you can 
have blooms from October 
into May,” Paterson adds. 


MOST OF the Paterson ca­ 
mellias are growing in con­ 
tainers. 
“ There are two reasons for 
that.” he says. “ First, we have 
more plants than we have 
ground for planting. And sec­ 
ond, since our property slopes 
rather sharply, retainers of 
redwood, concrete or some 
such material must be in­ 
stalled to prevent washing be. 
fore camellias can be planted 
in the earth. And we simply 
haven’t had enough time for 
that.” 
Paterson has this to say to 
the novice camellia grower: 
“ You should keep in mind 
that c a m e l l i a s are shade 
plants, 
shallow 
and 
finely 
rooted so that they are unable 
to store food or water, and 
requiring very good drainage. 


“ IN OTHER words, you just 
can’t take a young camellia 
home, dig a little hole in the 
adobe, stick the plant in it, 
and expect it to grow.” 
Paterson also has this ad­ 
monition: “ Do not let petals 
that have been pruned from 
or have fallen off the camellia 
bush lie on the ground.” 
To do so, he explains, in-

IT R E Q U I R E S no carpentry

up shelves be­ 
tween the studs of garages 
with unfinished inside walls. 
Almost any type of avail­ 
able lum ber will do for this 
purpose. 
Y ou 
can 
use 
ply­ 
wood strips if desired . . . or 
you may happen to have some 
scrap 
p i e c e s 
of 
plywood 
around. You will find it easy 
to set the shelves on wooden 
or metal supports nailed or 
screwed to the sides of the 
studs. 
Tools, 
garden

hung 
from metal hooks set into the 
perforations

hardboard. 
T h e hardboard is easily at­ 
tached to the studding. In the 
event that the inside of your 
garage is finished . . . that is, 
it has a flat-surfaced wall . . .
